LICENSE TO OPERATE HERE 


Visitors 
and residents 
to 
New 


Smyrna and vicinity who have not 
paid license should do so at once as 
Sheriff Lee Morris has issued a state- 
ment that he will carry on a vigor- 
ous campaign for the collection of 
license fees. 
This applies alike to 


automobiles, 
hotels 
and 
business 


houses. 
The deputies have been in- 


structed to arrest all persons operat- 
ing without licenses or who have 
failed to apply for licenses. 


Every 
automobile 
operating 
in 


the state should have a 
county I* 


cense. The fee is $3 for a two-passen- 
ger runabout, $5 for a five-passenger 
touring car and 110'for seven-passen- 
ger cars. This aplies to private cars. 
Machines operating for hire are re- 
quired to pay $3 per seat, per person.

sheriff is acting on 
instruc-

The license fee applies to tourists as 
well as residents. 
All automobiles, 


whether they come from New York, 
Oshkosh or Kalamazoo, must bear a 
license from some county in Florida 
to use the highways of Volusia county 
without danger of arrest.

Various Methods by Which Peace 


Is Sought and Secured. 


MEDIATION NOT MUCH USED. 


Paoifio Intervention by Friendly Neu- 


tral* to End Conflicts Between Na- 
tions Hat Cut a Small Figure In 
War* of th. L**t Contury and a Half. 
The Impression that nations desiring 


to end a war generally avail thi-m 
selves of the offer of some friendly 
neutral to act as mediator Is utterly un 
founded. 


When England desired to end the 


war with the colonies she began by- 
sending separate negotiators to the 
French government and to the Ameri- 
can commissioners In Paris. The lat- 
ter, though posltl\ely commanded bj 
congress to negotiate no peace without 
the participation of their French al- 
lies, did sign a separate treaty, though 
with the resenation that it should not 
go Into effect until France had made 
peace. They then infoiuied the Flinch 
government, which accepted the terms 


The Napoleonic peace treaties usual- 


ly began with an armistice. The most 
famous, the tieaty of Tilsit, was 
brought about by a personal meclmg 
between Napoleon and Alexander I. 
on a raft in the middle of the li^er

SOUTHERH DIALECT. 


And'the "Vanishing Y- found Ofcar to 


the Old Tim* Virginian. 


Southerners have told me that they 


can tell from what part of the south 
a person cornea by hU speech, Juat aa a 
northerner can distinguish by the same 
signs a New Euglaudeit, a New Yorker, 
a middle westerner and a Brooklyn-ie. 
I cannot preteut to have become an an- 
[hority upon southern dialect, but it to 
obVlous to me that the speech of New 
Orleans la unlike that of Charleston 
and that of Charleston unlike that of 
Virginia. The English of Charleston 
seems to me to be about the purest 
English spoken In this country. It has 
few traces of what we call the south- 
ern accent, resembling, rather, the pro- 
nunciation of an Irishman educated 
rrom boyheod In England, yet retain- 
ing (he faint trace of a brogue. 


The chief characteristic of the Vir- 


ginian dialect is the famous and fas- 
cinating localism which Professor C. 
Alphonso Smith has tailed the "vauish- 
ng }•"—a y "sound which causes words 
like "ear" and "garden" to be pro- 
nounced "eyar" and "gyarden." I am 
told that in years gone by the "vanish- 
ing y" was common to all Virginians. 
l)Ut tliouirb it is still common enough 
among members of the old generation 
md is used also by some young people j 
—partlculuily, I fancy. :iouug ladies, 
who realize its fetching .quality—there 
can be no doubt that it is. In both 
senses, vanishing and that not half 
the Virginians of the present day pro- 
nounce "cigar" as 'segyar." 'VariK?t'' as 
"cya'pet" and "Carter" as "Cyahtuh'?' 


In Virginia and many other parts of 


the south one hears such words as 
•aunt" correctly pronounced witb th*.' 
broad a. and such words as 'itulie" and 
"new" properly given the full u sound 
(instead of "toobe" and "noo," as in 
some purls of the north): but, on the 
other hand, while the south gives the 
short o sound in such words as Vlog" 
and "fog'' it invariably calls a dog a 
'da\\g." 
"Your" is commonly pro- 


uounced "yore," "sure" as "shore" and 
'to" as "toe." 
The smith also uses the \\ord "carry" 


lu a way tiiat strikes northerners as 
strange. If a southerner offers to "car- 
ry yon" to the station or o\ er his plan- 
tation, he does not mean that he in- 
tends to transport you on his back, but 
that he will take you. If he "carries 
you to the run" you will find that the 
"run" is what northerners call a creek, 
if to the "branch" that is what we call 
a brook.—Julian Street in Collier's.

GEORGIA OWNED A SLAVE. 


The State Acquired a Negro Hero and 


Treated Him Generously.' 


The state of ileorgia was at une time 


tho ottncr of H »Ia\e. Whether or not 
any other «late ever owned n slave or 
slaves is not kuown, but certainly It is 
highly probable that no other state 
ever owned a slate and a railroad at 
the same time mid worked them to- 
gether, ::s was the case with the slave 
<>«ncd by Georgia. 
' 


The negro's name was Hansom, later 


called Kiinxiim Montgomery by reason 
of the fact that before lie was acquired 
by the stale hi; was owned by a man 
named II. B. Y. Montgomery. He was 
purchased outright by the state through 
au act of the legislature of 1810 for 
having sn\ed the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad bridge over the Cbatta- 
hoochee ri\er from destruction by fire 
and later was placed upon a salary 
under the supervision of the "principal 
engineer" ot the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. 


Subsequently, when the war was 


over. Ransom, now n free man, was 
again remembered by the state. Al- 
though the state was practically bank 
rupt. an act of the general assembly, 
approved Aug. 3, 18(8, authorized the 
superintendent of the state road V> pay 
ta liansoui from the treasury of the 
road the sum of $502.50 and also to 
provide him with a home during the 
rest of his life.—Atlanta Constitution.

U the granting of such 
license 
; neither the state board of health nor 
' the state health officer, himself a 
practicing physician and a graduate 
of a medical school of the highest 
standing, should have personal pref- 
erences and ideas on the subject, as 
do other physicians, in good stand- 
ing, and that, he should be strongly 
opposed to the class of fakirs who 
are generally considered a menace 
to the highest degree of sanitation 
and public health. But it is 'equally 
a fact that his official place gives him 
no more authority or privilege of ad- 
vising the law-making body of the 
state when in session, than to any 
yphysfcian in private practice, to stop 
such illegal practitioners from plying 
their trade of humbugging the public 
and of fleecing the unwarned and un- 
wary. 


As state health officer he js the ex- 


ecutive of the state board, wliosp 


least adrispry power In such selec- 
tion. But such authority IB not con- 
ferred by the_ laws of Florida upon 
its state health board. 


The selection of these boards ot 


medical examiners Is entirely at the 
option of the governor of the stale. 
The preferences ot such board and 
the 'qualifications of Its membership 
for their duties are dependent, within 
the limits prescribed by law for such 
appointments, upon his choice, and, 
therefore, the inclusion or the exclu- 
sion of any school of practitioners 
from the protection of the state l(iws 
controlling such matters, is more or 
less directly determined by the chief 
executive of Florida.

Mahy Southern farmers and stock' 


men have not learned -to utilize, all 
{he advantages which nature baa be- 
stowed upon them In the way ot feeds 
for cattle. A mild, warm climate and 
long growing season always stimu 
lates an abundance of plant growth, 
and it only remains tor the farmer to 
control the 
undesirable 
plants 


weeds and put in their place 
some 


desirable plants which will furnish 
feed for live stock. 
Visitors to the 


south are often surprised by the won- 
derful growth of such plants as the 
coffee and prairie beans, fennel and 
other weeds. If we can substitute In 
their place something lust as well 
adapted to the soil and climate which 
will be useful for feed purposes, this 
practice would be a source of untold 
wealth in the south.

MEDIATION NOT MUCH USED. 


Pacific Intervention by Fntndly Nou- 


tril* to End Conflicts Botwoon Na- 
tions Has Cut • Small Figur* In 
War* of tho L*»t Contury and a Half. 
The Impression that nations desiring 


to end a war generally avail them 
selves of the offer of some friendly 
neutral to act as mediator Is utterly uu 
founded. 


When England desired to end the 


war with tbe colonies she began by 
sending separate negotiators to the 
French government and to the Ameri- 
can commissioners in Paris. Tbe lat- 
ter, though posithely commanded bj 
congress to negotiate no peace without 
the participation of their French al- 
lies, did sign u separate treaty, though 
with the reseriation that it should not 
go Into effect until France had made 
peace. They then infoiiued the Funt-ii 
government, ivuicu accepted the lei-ms 


The Napoleonic peace treaties usual- 


ly began with an armistice. The most 
famous, the tieaty of Tilsit, v.as 
brought about by a personal mei-lins' 
between Napoleon and Alexander 1.

armistice, then for peace, but (lie re- 
quests were declined and tbe siese of 
Paris begun. After the surrender of 
Paris the Germans consented to an 
armistice to permit tlie election of a 
national assembly wlm-h it i-imld rec- 
ognize. T.'ic preliminaries of peace 
were agreed on between Bismarck*um! 
Thlyi's at Versailles, and the treaty 
followed at Frankfort. 


The Itusso-Turklhli wur was cutsuort 


by England's threat to enter It. Russia 
arranged an armistice iu)ino<li:itcly auj 
negotiated tbe treaty of San Stcfttup 
directly with Turkey. England, backed 
by France and Austria, refused to rec- 
ognize it, and the congress of Berlin 
was summoned, but before it met the 
czar had negotiated a sec-iet treaty 
with England embodying most of the 
agreements subsequently made there.

SOUTHERH DIALECT. 


And'the "Vanishing Y" Sound Dbar to 


th« Old Tim* Virginian. 


Southerners hare told me that they 


ctn tell from what part at the aoatb 
a person comes by hU speech. Just at a 
northerner can distinguish by the urn* 
signs a New Euglaudeit, a New Yorker, 
a middle westerner and a Brooklynlte. 
I cannot preteut to have become an au- 
thority upon southern dialect, bat It If 
obvious to me that the speech of New 
Orleans is unlike that of Charleston 
and that of Charleston unlike that of 
Virginia. The English of Charleston 
seems to me to be about the purest 
English spoken In this country, tt has 
few traces of what we call the south- 
ern accent, resembling, rather, the pro- 
nunciation of an Irishman educated 
from boylwod in England, yet retain- 
ing (be faint trace of a brogue. 


The chief characteristic of the Vir- 


ginian dialect is tbe famous and fas- 
cinating localism which Professor C. 
Alphonso Smith has tailed tbe "vanish- 
ing }•"—a y "sound which causes words 
like "car" and "garden" to be pro- 
nounced "eyar'' and "warden." I am 
told that in years gone by the "vanish- 
ing y" was common to all Virginians, 
but tliouirb it is still common enough 
among niomliprs of tlie oid generation 
and is used also by some young people 
—pa rtlcu luily, I fancy. ;iouug ladies, 
who realize its fetching .quality—tbere 
can be no duubt that it is. in both 
senses, vanishing and that not half 
the Virginians of tlie present day pro- 
nounce "cigar" as 'segyar." "carpet'' as 
"cya'pet" und "Carter" as "Cyahtah?" 


In Virginia and many other parts of 


the south one hears such words as 
'aunt" correctly pronounced with tli*.' 
broad a. and such words as 'Hube'' and 
"new" properly jiiven the full u sound 
(instead of "toofie" and "noo," as in 
some purls of the north): but, on the 
other hand, while the south gives the 
short o sound in such words as Vlog" 
and "fog" it invariably culls a dog a 
'da«£-." 
"Your" is commonly pro- 


uoiiiK-ed "yore," "sure" as "shore" and 
'to" as "toe." 
The south also uses the word "carry" 


in a nay Hint strikes northerners as 
strange. If a southerner offers to "car- 
ry yon" to tlie station or n\ er bis plan- 
tation, he does not mean that he In- 
tends to t ransnort you on his back, but 
that he will take ,vou. If he "carries 
you to the run" you will find that the 
"run" is what northerners call u creek, 
if to the "branch" that is whirl we call 
a brook—Julian Street in Collier's.

Importing Island Citrus Fruit* 


In view of the Interest taken gen- 


Tally by Florida growers In the pro- 
duction of citrus fruits in Porto Rico 
and Cuba, and especially since tbe 
freeze in February, C. C. Hare, Flori- 
da field agent for the U. 8. bureau of 
crop estimates, has prepared a state- 
ment showing the Imports into the 
United States of oranges and grape- 
'ruit from those Islands. 


The statement shows that there has 


been a progressive increase In tbe 
production of grapefruit In both Cuba 
and Porto Rico; the Imports from 
Porto 
Rico 
growing 
from 
96,189 


boxes in 1911 to nearly 300,000 boxes 
in 1916. 
The increase In oranges Is 


not so marked, being only about 55,- 
000 boxes in the five-year period. Im- 
ports of oranges from Cuba are BO 
mall as to be negligible, only 3,671 
boxes, in 1816. 


The total imports from all foreign 


countries for 1816 were: 
Oranges, 


499,764 boxes; 
grapefruit, 635,271 


boxes; a grand total of 1,135,0335 
boxes.

•TATK BOARD OP HIALTH BULLKTIN

Some misapprehension seems 
to 


ezlit in the minds of certain editors 
of Florida newspapers concerning 
the relations of tbe state board of 
health to the practice of medicine in 
this state; consequently their editor- 
ial utterances on the subject work In- 
justice to the state board, which It is 
impossible to Imagine is either per- 
sonal or purposeful. 
A plain state- 


ment of these relations—of the ac- 
tual facts—will no doubt set them 
right, and clear up this mental con- 
fusion.* 


The boards of medical examiners 


of the several systems of medical 
practice In Florida are appointed by 


- the governor of the state for four 


years. 
Their functions are to pass 


Upon the qualifications of all appli- 
cants for license to practice medi- 
cine In their particular system in the 
state of Florida. 


In the granting of such 
license 


,;- neither toe state board of health nor 


1 the state health officer, himself a 
practicing physician and a graduate 
of a medical school of the highest 
standing, should have personal pref- 
erences and ideas on the subject, as 
do other physicians, in good stand- 
ing, and that, he should be strongly 
opposed to the class of fakirs who 
are generally considered a menace] 
to the highest degree of sanitation' 
and public health. But it is 'equally 


fact that his official place gives him 


least advispry power in such selec- 
tion. But such authority Is not con- 
ferred by the laws of Florida upon 
its state health board. 


The selection of these boards of 


medical examiners Is entirely at the 
option of the governor of the stale. 
The preferences of such board and 
the qualifications of its membership 
for their duties are dependent, within 
the limits prescribed by law for such 
appointments, upon his choice, and, 
therefore, the Inclusion or the exclu- 
sion of any school of practitioners 
from the protection of the state l(iws 
controlling such matters, is more or 
less directly determined by the chief 
executive of Florida. It is In no de-

no more authority or privilege or ad- 
vising the law-making body of the 


state board of health nor by any of 
its officers.

WHY NOT SEDGE GRASS HAY? 
Mahy Southern farmers and stock' 


men have not learned -to utilize all 
•the advantages which nature has be- 
stowed upon them In the way of feeds 
for cattle. A mild, warm climate and 
long growing season always stimu- 
lates an abundance of plant growth, 
and it only remains tor the farmer to 
control the 
undesirable 
plants 
or 


weeds and put in their place 
some 


desirable plants which will furnish 
feed for live stock. 
Visitors to the 


south are often surprised by the won- 
derful growth of such plants as the 
coffee and prairie beans, fennel and 
other weeds. If we can substitute in 
their place something just as well 
adapted to the soil and climate which 
will be useful for feed purposes, this 
practice would be a source of untold 
wealth in the south. 


Many of the grasses and 
forage 


plants that are now growing wild in 
Florida could be used to considerable 
advantage. 
Mr. Reid Carpenter of 


Manstleld. Ohio, senior member of the 
firm of Carpenter & Ross, probably 
the most famous breeders of prize 
winning Shorthorn cattle in America, 
spends p?rt of every winter in Florida 
and is much interested in the develop- 
ment of the live stock industry in the 
south.
